At midnlKht his physician ifwnod a 
bulletin stating that his respiration, 
which became embarrassed at 10 p. ni., 
was steadily growing worse; that bis 
pnlse wtuj tlag^ng and hia conditiuu was 
beyond hope. 

After midnight the patient lank rapid- 
ly and It soon became certain that the 
end waH very near. At the licdsidc wlu n 
the beloved journalist and philauthro- 
pift paased away were: 

George C ThoniiLs and James W. 
Paul of the tirm of Drcxt l & Company, 
Mr. and Mrs. John Dn xol. Miss Peter- 
son, naloe of Mra. Cbilds: ^liss Stanley, 
oompaidon to Mrs. Childs and Colonel 
Edward De Morrell. 

Mr. Child's illness began with a faint- 
ing spell, which seized hiat while he was 
in his ofBoe in the Ledger building at 6 
o'clock OB the afternoon of Thursday. 
Jan. 18, just as he waw putting on his 
overcoat preparatory to going to his 
home at Twenty-second and Walnut 
streets. He was alone at the time and 
when an attendant who heard him fall 
reached bis side he was totally niioon' 
scions. 

Dr. Dii Costa, his family phj-sician, 
was hiititily Hninmuiied, and reHtoratives 
were applifd, with the result that in an 
hour the patient waa able to walk, with 
the anlBtance of two strong men, to his 
carriage which stood at tba door. He 
was conveyed to his city home and Mn^ 
Childs, wlio was at the coontiy place in 
Wooten, WHS summoned. 

Dr. Da Costa called in Drs. Lydia and 
Morris and these three issued a stat< ment 
that Mr. Childs' illness was nothing 
mor4 than attack of vertigo, arising from 
indigestion from which he wo,<Id soon re- 
cover. The news of his illnej<M broui^lit 
boats of inquirintf friends from tliis city 
to the door and hundreds of iiuiniries by 
mail and telegraph from those abroad. 
To all was given the assurance that Mr. 
Childs was not seriooaly ill. 

On the following Sunday night, how- 
ever, the rhysicuia reluotantur admits 
that paralysis of the lower umbsao- 
oouxpauied the attack which, as the As- 
sociated Press had previously annonnced, 
was in realiigr a seoondaitaok of apo- 
plexy. 

At. tknm there has been alterating 
periods of hope and fear as the semi- 
daily bulletins announced changes for 
the better, or the worse imtil at mid- 
night, last night, came the announce- 
ment that the hope was dead aiid disso- 
lution imminent. 

There is but little reason to doubt that 
the immediate cause of the attack was 
overwork and anxiety attendant upon 
his ettorti* to set) that the memory of his 
lite-long friend, the late A. J. Drexel, 
was properly hnuonHl. 

All of the" day upon which came the 
attack was spent hy Mr. Childs in pre- 
paring for the Drexel memorial services 
held in the Drexel institution on Satur- 
urday, Jan. 20, two days alter the fatal 
Thursday. Twice during the day Mr. 
Childs had gone in pei-sou to the insti- 
tute, and in i)tT8()n luid seen that all 
nec( seary arrangements were completed. 

His enforced absence from the cere- 
mony worried him profoundly, and to 
this fa< t was largely due the relapse 
which occurred on the night of Jan. 21, 
since which time there law been an un- 
Bssinwis in the minds of the physicians as 
to his condition, amounting to almost a 
certainty that he could not recover. 

They were almost inseparable in their 
companionship, and it was a sad blow to 
have so near a friend carried off so sud- 
denly.. Qeorge W. Cbilds Drexttl, the 
youngast son of Che deceased banker, 
was several years ago determined unon 
as the one who should succeed Us father 
in his interest in The Ledger. 

Mr. Childs was probably as wuMy 
known as any man in the United Stateti, 
and there can be no doubt that he was 
by far the beet known resident of Phila- 
delphia. Hlspopulari^ in this city was 



Ohwtnnt stra t, from tne fact tnai when 
ho was in the city he always walked to 
and from The Ltnlgor f)fflcei, and so regu- 
lar was he in his hatiits tliat if he did not 
ap]>ear on the street at about the regular 
time neoide b%Ni to inquire Whether he 

was ill. 

The news of hia last illness spread over 
the city in an almost in creoibly short 
time after he was attacked anl inquiries 
as to his condition began to )x)ur into The 
Ledger office within a few minutes and a 
keen Interest was shown until the hour 
of bis demise. To all appearances Mr. 
Childs was a robust man, yet his consti 
tution was very delicate. 

He was of a highly nervous tempera- 
ment and with the attack which proved 
to b(! the b<-giuning of his last illness 
came almost complete nervous prostra- 
tion. Those that knew kim beist. be- 
lieve that be was nevet a thoroughly 
hapnv or contented man since tM deatb 
of his boon compamon and IiihIhssh 
partner, Anthony J. Drexel. 

The senior Drexel owned a half inter- 
est in the paper, and this interest be- 
came the propertv of the son upon his 
father's death. Young Drexel has been 
carefully edooated and trained with this 
end in view, and wMi nmarkabla apti- 
tude for the career which bad been 
chosen for him. 

Sbmtly after his father's death his 
name was placed at the head of the edi- 
torial columns of The Ledger as the pub- 
lisher, along with that of llr. Childs as 
'editor ana proprietor." 

Mr. Childs' private ofiHoe in the Ledger 
building, whicn has long been regarded 
as one of the interesting institution^ of 
the city, is daily visited by many people 
franaivoad.

Mr. ddlds uavM liis money away in 
the most practical and the most inuirac- 
tit';ii fashion. He i)en8ioned all who 
woW out in his service, which was \ «'ry 
practical, lie would sul scribe to put a 
6tiune<l glass window in a i hurcli in 
memory of a jiix t who lia.s Ik * ii dead 
two ceiitniies, thoULcli . an ocean rolled 
between that churcli anil Mr. Childs' 
business ofhce. This wa*i v.Tv impra*'- 
tical. The tnith is that Mr. Childs' 
charities were so numerous and em- 
braceil so wide a range that tbey'tonohed 

the extremities. 

(leorge William Childs was l)om in 
Baltimore in isjlt. The i)racti< al part 
of bis makeup was bom with him. 
When he was 1:^ y* ars of age he sixfut a 
summer vacatit>ii as errand boy in a 
book store at a salary of a week and 
enjoyed it. Almost anything might be 
expected of a boy of 12 who enjoyed run- 
ning errands, and Mr. Childs has not 
disappointed the expectation. Soon after 
he removed to Philadelphia and entered 
a store, doubtless aa a mixture of clerk 
and errand boy. 

He would get up very early in the 
morning, go down to the store and wajjh 
the pavement and put things in order be- 
fore breakfast, and in the winter would 
make the fire and sweep out the store. 
In the same spirit, when books were 
bought at night at auction, he would 
early the next morning go for them with 
a wheelbarrow. In tus way he worked 
till he became of age, when be went into 
business with Mr. Peterson under the 
firm name of R. E. Petersen & Com- 
pany. The only interval in his business 
career was 16 months in the United 
States na?y when ba was 18. He liked 
running etraads, bat ba oonldn't abide 
the navy. 

One <x the first snoeessfnl books pub- 
lished Iqr Peterson ft Childs was Dr. 
Kane's "Artie Explorations.*' Mr. Childs 
thiis tidd the stciy of its publication: 
It did not look at first as though we 
lad. made a wise venture. When the 
work was ready to issue I took a sample 
copy and went over tq New York to 
solicit orders from the leading book- 
sellers. The largest house would only 
give me a small order. 'Mr. Childs,' 
they said, 'yon won't sell more than a 
thousand copies altogether.' They 
ordere<l at first only a few hundred 
copies, but soon after sent for 6,000 more 
to meet the demand. Within one year 
alter the publication we paid Dr. Kane a 
copyright of nearly |7i),(X)0." 

Then the tinn got out Parson Ikown- 
Iow'b book, selling 50,000 copies in ad- 
vance. This was another temarkahle 
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success, wnicn was followed 
not far iK-hmd. 

In lH(i4 Mr. Childs puichiised The Pub- 
lic Ledger. "The war." he said, "by 
greatly incrt'asiiig thi' cost of lalM)r and 
material, chielly white paper, had miule 
it mijMwsible to continue, save at a loss, 
the publication of The Public Le<lger as 
a penny i>aiH'r. It had been sold at a 
cent ever emce it wjik sfnited in WM, 
and Jlessrs. Swain & AIm-11, then the pro- 
jirii tors, though thi y liiul lost over |I(K),- 
III Id hy ket'iniiK th - rate at ft 14 cents per 
Week Were averse \y> a change. 

■ Tlieir they made their great mi.stake. 
They si'«'med to ref<ani the jiast prosper- 
ity of The Li'<lger as due alone to its sell 
ing for a iKiuny. They for^jot that in 
1W)4 th(! purchfising power of a jR-nny 
was not what it was before the war. 
Thus the proprietors, niia1)le to agree to 
inert iute the price of the paper or the 
rates of advertising, det* rmined to dis- 
pose of their property. Th" Ledger was 
for sale, and I bought it- the whole of 
it, just as it was— tor a sum slightly in 
e.xc ss of the amount of it*' annual loss. 

"It Wiis not generally known, of 
course, that the establishment was then 
losing al)f)ut <!-t8(» upon every number of 
the paiier 'vhich it issuetl. To all ap- 
pearances it was as prosi)erous as ever. 
The circul- Hon was groat. Tlie columns 
Were crowded with advertisements. 
Yet, as a matter of fact, thma was a 
weekly loss of |8,000. or «1SO.OOO a 
year." 

Mr. Childs had good business Judg- 
ment, but it required something more 
than judgment to pay $150,000 for' a 
piece of properbr lonng that amount an- 
nually—It reqoued pluck. The owner 
attbeendof theflrslwadt doabiedthe 
nrice and a lva n oed His aarertiilng rats 

There was a considerable falling off of 
ndvertisenieuts, but the pajwr had be- 
come a medium of communication be- 
tween omi)loyers and tnnployed. between 
bnyei-8 and :<ellers, lun(Jlorils and tt>n;mts, 
l>i>reav(>d f.iiuUiee and their friends, ami 
the first li isg of patronage was soon ro- 
gain(}d, and from then till now The 
Leilffer has grown in pixwperity. It 
paid Mr. Chilils at the time of his death 
more than |1,000 a day dear profit. 

Mr. Childs made a great many "in 
memoriam" pres(;nbi. A f^ yean ago 
Stratford*Tip(m*Avon was clothed iu hol- 
iday attire while its people were inaug- 
uMttinif a fouut.iin which the PhiJadel- 
|)lda millionaire had presented td the 
birfliylMe of Shakespeare. A poem 1 y 
OliVHT Wendell Holmes was read, .ind 
the queen telegraphed througli|her i)riv!ite 
secretary, "Her majesty is much grii i- 
fieil by your kind and loy.il expressions 
and IS pleased to bear of the liaiidsoice 
gift of Mr. Childs to Stratford." 

A year later Archueacon Farrar 
preached a sermon on tli(> occasion (jt 
the unveiling of a luenioiial window 
l)livce<l in St. Maru'.irefs church, West- 
minst r, liondou, liy Mr. Childs in nien,- 
orv oi' .ii 'hn Milton. Besides tlii*e ;,'ifts 
Mr. Childs has coiitrilnited to mark the 
graves of the .American poeis Paul Ham- 
ilton Hajnie and Kiehard Henry \\'ilde. 
He also belix/d to mark the grave of 
Leigh Hunt. He Wiis the larKcst 8ul>- 
s.'riber to the Kdi^ar A . Po - inoiiument 
in Baltimore and to a ineiii' iiitl window 
in the cliuii h at Hronham. I n,dand, to 

the liifnioi \ of the poet Thom.l;i MoOl'U. 

He was a liir^'e subscriber toMr. Btqpb- 

eiis' innnuii ent fuml. 

Of Mr. Childs' more iirai tical American 
charities, even those which are known 
are too numeruus to cjit iloj^ue. To sei ve 
him in iiis employ wius sure to l)rin« the 
employe a p Tisioii when worn out, and 
during his )■ rm of servic»' a l ertainty of 
being car.*!! for in misfortune. Hut 
doiibiless the unknown chanties sur- 
]iassed those whicii were manifest. He 
gave away a fortune every year. One 
who once saw a private recoi d of his 
charitii s Inis said tliat, though the period 
covered wab only one moi^, tiM total 
aiiiount i-riven was ijsif?.000. 

In W>*'^ then* was a movement made to 
l)ring Mr. Childs' name forward for the 
presidency, but he i>eremptorily decline<l 
to permit his friends to do so. Other less 
important ofiicus have been often sug- 
gested for him, but he always seemed to 
prefer to manage The Public Ledger. 

"I look with genuine pleasure," he 
once sidd, "upon my experiences as a 
publisher. I was more than prosperous 
in acquiring the friendship of so many 
worthy men among the publishers, book- 
sellers and authors with whom I came in 
contact. If I wera to enumerate tbem 
thsir names would fill a p age."

FRESH IMP ULSE TO BUSINESS. 

Confluence Stranytliened bjr the SnceeH of 
the Tr«a«ur]r. 

New York, Feb. 8. R. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says: 
A frttl; impulse has been given to bnai* 
neas this week by the snooesiof OMtNaiK 

wry in obtaining gold for its reserve, thus 
tti-engthening confidence in its ability to 
maintain gold psyments. Revenue had 
fallen ofl( so much and the prospects for 
the loan looked so unfavorable, until 
financial institutions here decided to 
carry it through, that some anxiety about 
the monetary future was natural. 

Qradual improvement in business ex- 
plains the appearance of more commer- 
cial paper in the market this week than 
has been seen for a long time, though as 
yet the vast accumulation of idle funds 
IS proof enough that trade has by no 
means regainecl normal proportions. In- 
dustrial recovery continues, though it is 
but gradual, in respi in.se to the demand 
of a jvople whose consumptitm at its 
lowest is greater than that of any other 
country, and more mills are now at 
Work. 

Wheat has advanced alnnit half a cent 
because western receipts were only 
1,440.404 bushels for tlie week, aicainst 
2,f<():5,(»0() la.st year, though there are no 
sign.s of material decreiwe in the enor- 
mous visililo snjiply, and Atlantic ex- 
jK)rts dwindled to li;f,U'.tO liushels for the 
week, against l,4i»4.471 bust year. 
Smaller receipts and e.xixjrts of ctjrn 
have not prevented a slight decline, and 
pork products are dull without import 
ant change. 

Cott<in adv.HnciHl a shade, bnt closed 
without change from bust week, receipts 
from i)lantatious still exceediiiK last 
year's tliough le.ss than of late, while ex- 
ports coiitiiin;' larger than a year ago. 
Foreign consuinption is heavy, but 
American mills are t.'ik.mc much les.-- 
than .1 y('ar aijo. 'J'iie market for c dttoii 
g(X)ds lias .1 Id'tter tone, and more staples 
have been taken, particularly print 
cloths, with a slight advance in price, 
but all qualifi.B are extremely b.w and 
scaicely any increase in the workiiif,' 
foree is seen. 

Some demoralization is a,t,'ain reported 
in pricis of wiKilens, friezes having been 
reduced in price, and tnule in overcoat 
ings is not satisfactory. There is more 
activity in suitini,'s since the date for 
new duties was d efeiTed. but not many of 
of thejbettt r gra<b'S areyt'ton the market. 
Howard caissimers are quoted at !fl..")ii 
agaiast .tLao la*^t year. Spring gi ods 
are offered at a great sacrifice, but there 
is more business iu dress ;;(xmIs. and 
tajM stry carpets are in better demand, 
whih' simie lilies of brussels have been 
reduced in price. Sales of wih,1 are still 
small, for the week 4,')0."),Ui0 pounds, 
againat 8,17«,00'J last year.

Wasiiindton, Feb. 8.— The debate on 
the Hawaiian matter began in the house 
yesterday under a special order, wbidi 
will bring it to a vote next Monday at 4 
o'clock. The adoption of the order was 
preceded by a very livHiy piuwage at 
arms Ix'twe: n Mr, Houtelle and Mr. 
Catchings c-f Mississippi, a member of 
the coniinittee on rules, which resulte<l 
in two attempts made by the former to 
have the words of the latter excepted to 
by the house and subject him to censure. 

Only two siieeches were made, the first 
by Mr. McCreary, which was the open- 
ing argument in support of the resolu- 
tion under discussion, and which oon- 
sisted of a verr long oritloal and analy« 
tical review of the entire sitaation fkom 
the first inception of like revolution 
early in 1898 to its oonsnmmation in 
January, 1898. It was in every respect 
a strong arraignment of the action of 
Minister Stevisna, who was boldly 
charged with complicity hi the alleged 
plot to overthrow the edstinff monarchy. 

Mr. Hitt's reply was marked by great 
feeling and vigorous utterance. In his 
denondation w the policy of Mr. Cleve- 
land and characterization of the d( i>< >Hed 
<iueen he used the stnmgest jiossible 
terms, freijuently eliciting the apulause 
of his Republican colleagues. He had 
not cont luded his speech when the house 
a<l,iourned.

Tl/e Frankfort COireipondont of the 
CouWer-Joumal my»: "The Mayors or 
rip/MtotativM of aboat twelve foufth 
c)a89 cUles came to Frankfort Tbarsday 
fo^ the purpose of conferring w^th the 
Oomolittee on Municipalities in regard to 
akaendments to the charter for cities of 
tfie fourth cUMk tt appeared that the 
Miiyors or r^pr^amtativ— were not af^eod 
.among thea^iibM,,aiid the meeting had 
not proRressednffanCn the only General 
AsHp'nibly members of the Municipality 
Committee in attendance wers Messra^ 
Lyona and Bright. The moat importanfi 
amendments agreed upon were : One pro- 
vi0ii|g that in case a City CouncU fails to 
call in election, the Ooi^nty Jodge shall 
issue the call for such an election in fif- 
teen days after the expiration of the time 
allowed to the Conncil for making the 
call. Another amendment waa that as- 
sessment of property shall be made as of 
April 15, and the taxes shall be due and 
payable July 1. From the remarks made 
it is evident that aeyeral of tl^e femth- 
t lass citioH want the exercise of greater 
power to issue bonds for town improve- 
ment! than is allowed under the Consti- 
tution. The subject of extending city 
boundaries was discussed, and the im- 
pression expressed was thAt the City 
Oouneils should have the power to take 
the initiative." 

Fifteen bills were Introduced in the 
House Friday. Mr. Hiles, of Bracken, 
proposed a measure prohibiting the con- 
struction of barbed wire iailOil along 
State and county roads. 

The other important bills were as fol- 
lows:,. 

By Mr. Gooding— To prevent hunting 
and trespassing in this Commimwealth ; 
also an act amendatory to the oharter 
for cities of the fourth class. 

Bj Mr. Slmms— To amend the charter 
of cities of the fourth class. It empow- 
ers the City Council to employ additional 
police force. 

By Mr. Trimble — Proposing an amend- 
ment to section 253 of the Constitution 
by a vote of the people. The effect of 
the proposed aiiiomlnicnt is to allow the 
working of convict" on the [iiihlic roads 
of the State. 

Mr. Bright— An act reducing from $2.50 j 
to $1.10 the fee of the Secretary of State | 
for recording the quarterly wports of: 
private corporations. 

Ml. Button— An act to provide for turn- ' 
pike and gravel mads. • 

Mr. Sanders— An act relating to reve- 
nue and taxation. It is intended to cover 
certain a1l'>p''l 'lcf(M'tH in the assessment 
of corporation projierty. 

Mr. Johnson's bill to reduce the fees of 
County Court Clerks in recording mort- 
gages of $^iO and over was passed by a 
vote of 58 to 

Senator Weisriin^ter's bill to increase to 
$5,000 the annual salary of the Judges of 
the Court of Appeals was passed by a 
vote of 25 to 11. It does not affect the 
incumbent Judges. 

A iliscussion came up over the bill to 
allow medical colleges and schools to 
grant diplomas to physicians to sell drugs 
in like manner uh druggistl. The bill 
was passed by a vote of 58 to 20. The 
title of the bill, which is fully explapa- 
tory, reads: "An act to make medical 
schools and colleges equal and <M>OTdinato 
with pharmaeentioal sehools and colleges 
in their powers and authority to issue 
and grant certificates, license and diplo- 
mas to graduates to compound medicines 
and sell drugs and act as pharmacists in 
thisSUte."

Such it Uabla to Take Place In the Near

some time the miners in the Montgomery 
mines have been on m strike, and hare 
been trying to indtMe the men «iploTed 
by the Stevens Coal company at Acme 
to quit work, bnt without avMl. 

Tbnrsday Sheriff Tilman of this dty 
received a .elc«ram from the Stevens 
Coal company stating that the Montgom- 
ery miners were preparing to march to 
Ai' ineto drive out the working miners 
and asking for protection of life and 
property. A deputy was sent and yea- 
ter(iay another telegram was received 
stating that 150 men from Montgomery 
had stiirtid np the creek on foot for Ac- 
me and asking for help. 

The sbi rilf, accomiianied by seven 
dei)uti( s, left yesterday evt'nin}^ for 
Acme, abiint :i(> miles uji the Chesaix^ake 
mill ' )hiii ijiihiiad. The Juines are about 
1(1 miles fioni llie railroad and it Ls im- 
])ossilile t-<i ascertain the iire«ent aspect 
of atfairs there. It is known, however, 
that the Montgomery miners have been 
endeavorin;; to induce the men at Acme 
to (juit work and tliat the oix-ratorg told 
them to do us they plettsed in the matter. 

The men deciile<l to work, where- 
n]ym the strikei-s c|ett*rmiiie<l to use force, 
and l.'io ol tliem left Montgomery for 
Acme ariiK^l with Wincheetf-rs with the 
avowed intention of forcing tbem ont. 
When last heard from this ]Mvty was 
alxjut half ovi.t the U) mile stretch from 
the railroad to the mines at Acme. Three 
hundred men K'lt'icred at the month of 
the creek to wait for the train on the 
branch road to curry tiiem to Acme, but 
when the i rew saw that the officers did 
not come tr'iin Charleston as they ex- 
]>ect4-d they refused to pull out the brain, 
though the crowd triea to force them to
